The Chicago Timet, an able and fearless 
OMMipntic journal, sod one whose editorials 
wm fMctally mad with grant pk«Min,onder> 
takea In n tnwaA actlda to aaeHbn tba trl- 
amph of Blaek Faderals in Connscticat. at 
tbe late State election, to the fact that the 
Democratic candidate suffered under the 
disadvantagi of bein<; supposed to be favor- 
able to a cessation of hostilities against tho 
South, or in other words, because bo wasi 
charged with being for peace.

Unionism is stronger than Aboli- 
tiooiem , and wo ran triumph in tlie Pmsidential 
election by preticnting a candidate and platform 
which npfichi dirci-tly and strongly to thi* ab- 
sorbing n:iri<>nal feeliug. Tueprexentatioj roust 
be of a fushion which nill operate asaninjoito- 
tion upon all cavil imU ml:<reprceentation Other 
than rade, deliberate fiil&ebooj." 

If this does not go the full snbjagstion , 
coercion, blood and shoddy doetrino, and 
frankly admit that "tbe sneoasa of tbe 
Democratio party ia cootiogeni npoo ita 
sgrsemant*' with aoeh • dootrino, .then it 
means nothing. 

We admire the care with which the edi- 
tor avoids all consideration of the 'icorrect- 
oess" of (be doctrine — so palpably wrong— 
that no honest Democrat, having the good 
of bis country at heart, need considers mo- 
ment as to its full and complete rejection. 

Q'be Democratic party is an entity. It 
still exists. It will always esiat, so long as 
it adberee lo principle- so loiuc as it advo- 
cates doctriaes, ibe correctness of whieh is 
clear an.! self evident. It began in 1798. 
when Ulack Federalism in New Engliind, 
uuder the guidance and lead of the elder 
Adams, underlouk, through the agency of 
the Federal Government, to eiicroiich upon 
the rights of tbe Slates. Tbe issue was then 
made, wbalber tba Federal GuVerbment. 
the creature, was to master and tyranize 
over tbe creators, the States; whether the 
agent was (p. control the principal, or the 
principal to control the egent; whether, io 
short, we were to have e consolidated cen- 
tra! despoiism or a Federal Government of 
limited powers — an agency— subject to the 
Const-.tution and Siatea which created ii? — 
That is the issue now. 

Mr. JefTersoo and Mr. Madison presented 
this isf-ue tairly in the celebrated resolutions 
passed by the Virginia and Kentucky legis- 
latores of 1798. Thnge resolalioot, from 
tbet dey forth, coneiituted and now eoosti- 
tnte the chief plank in tbe platform of the 
Democratic party. They emboily plain, 
self-evident truths, which no honest and 
inlell'gent man, familiar with the history of 
our Government, can for a moment ques- 
tion. These truths underlie aK other tenets 
of the Democracy. Take them away, and 
yon take away at once the only distinguisb- 
•d differences between Democrats & Federal- 
iana, Black Federalis rejoiced with exceeding 
great joy, when it falsely claimed that Oan. 
Jeckson bad, in 1862, yielded by his proc- 
Ismaiion tbe groat doctrines of 1798. It 
made bim a Doctor of Laws of Harvard and 
Yale Colleges and toasted bim at a groat 
rate, because he threatened South Curolioa 
— while be used. >ucceB?fully, liis influenc<! 
to secure her ju6tice and remove tbe griev- 
ances of wbicb i<he complained. 

But Black Federalism counted without 
its host: Whenever, as in 1848, tbe ques- 
tion came up seriously to be considered 
again as to the powers of the Federal Gov- 
i eroment and the rights of tbe States, the 
! Democracy of the Union, true as the needle 
to tbe pole, spoke out in tones of thunder. 
It turned lo the history of the past, consider- 
ed fully and fairly the relations of the 
States toward tbeFedenl agency at Wash- 
ington, and, impressed with the self-evident 
tmtbs.iotba resolntion* of '98. embodied 
them in tbe platfbrm-of tbe party. Fifty 
yesrs bad wrooj^bt no ebang* in tbe tights 
of the Stales oor any io tbe character of tbe 
Federal Government. Fifty years hac* 
wrought no change in the words of wisdom 
embodied io the celebrated reaolutions 
which emanated from James Madison, tbe 
father of th3 Gjnstitulion. aod Thomas 
^feffersoo, ihe spostla of civil liberty aud 
aaibor oC, tba Declaration of Independence 
—a paper whieh asserted tbe old thirteen 
to be "Iree and independent States " Fifty 
yesra bad wrought ^no change in Black 
Federalism, which, in everj[ possible guise, 
was seeking lo undermine tbe gioatdoot'inet! 
oi State fights. FiHy yeara had wrought 
no abatement nor change in the vigilance 
and patriotism of the Democracy. And 
just filty years after tba adoption of the 
resolution ol '98 the Democracy ol tbe States 
again turned to ihem >u the boor of need 
and adopted tbem down as a guide tbroogb 
alldaagem. 

fin. 4jaed«k Csaa i tbt boaom friend of 
Andrew JaikaOBi rho dietingoiahed hero, 
and diploDMlteof tba Vortb, aoaapied tbe 
Domiuation^of tbe Demf'eracy for Prelident, 
and in bis t»iier ot acoeptance ple<iged him- 
self to uphold and maibiain the reaolutiooa 
referred to. So ditl ibe galUnt William O. 
Builer ol Kentucky, and righ? faithiu ly 
has tbe latter adhered to bis pledge. S» 
did the whole Democratic party North, 
Sooth, Bast and West.

office seekers, that swarmed about Wash- 
ington to catch Federal crumbs, and swore 
by the resolutions of '98, have adhsred to 
tbeir oft repeated pledgaa. 

Where are the DlekiuoM of Naw Tork 
—aver landy to map s eni«%— Bnllar of 
Ifessaobasatta— now warring oo Virginia's 
daughters and their little ones— Holt of 
Kentucky — pandering like a miserable sy- 
cophant, where thrift will follow fawning— 
where is Guthrie, too, associated with Pren- 
tice, and the bloody coerciooists of hia State. 
But I digress 

Again in 1856, the same glorious trntbs — 
practical truths, as they soon promised to be 
--*were embodied in Ibe platform of tba Da- 
mocracy, and Mr. BaebaDao, aa ba khaitelf 
•ajd. becama tba platforpi. He was elect- 
ed, with John O. Breckinridge, as Vice 
President — both on the same platform — on 
tbe same ticket.

consolidated despotism, to be controlled by 
tbe mitierable fanatics who lord the country 
with such a high hand— tbe Democracy 
met in Charleston. Tbe object waa to agree 
upon a platform, and aaleet a leader to resiet 
tlie OMreh of tho destroyers, who have 
since ioToWad tbe conotry in bloodshed and 
roio. Tbe parly differed about men. But 
as to tbe great troths oootained In the reso- 
lutions of '98 — so frequently considered— so 
often asserted and procUimed— -there was no 
difiT^rence of opinion. Democrats from tbe 
South; Democrtts from the North; Demo- 
ersts Irom lt)» East, end Democrats from tbe 
West— all— all cordially agreed apon re- 
affirming, re-iodoraiog, and uphold iog the 
Cineionati platform and tbe resolutions of 
'98. es conteioing the cardinal truthi and 
doctrines of the Democratic party. 

Stephen A Uougla.s— the giant of the 
North west— with all his friends, agreed to 
these (ruth:< as eternal principles. James 
Guthrie of Kentucky, with his friends from 
the South and West, agreed to them.— 
Dickinson ol New Tork, Botler of Uasta- 
chuselts. Lane of O.-egen. Slidell of Liuisi- 
aoa, Cobb of Georgia. Davis of Mississippi, 
and John C. Breckinridge of Kentucky- 
all, stnod shoulder to shoulder affirming and 
proclaiming the great principles of Sia'e 
sovereignty. Siill they diffurrad alxjutmen. 
They adj ourned to Baltimore. 

In Baltimore tba fatal division as to mea 
occurred. But in reference to the resolu- 
tiona of '98, both wings inscribed tbem on 
their banoera. 

Douglas of Illinois, Johnson of Georgia, 
with tbeir frieoda, proclaimed the great 
truths ot Jeffersoo aadMadiaon thioognoot 
the land, as their role of faith and conduct. 
Every where they were held up as cardinal 
principles and self-evident propositions, 
underlying the fabric of our Oovernmont. — 
The resolutions of '93 received the support 
of both wings of tho New York Dem- 
ocracy. So, too. thronghout tbe East and 
Nurtli west. 

Breckinridge of Kentucky, and Lane of 
Oregon, proo'almed the same tru'hs. No 
man claiming the name of a Democrat dared 
questioa them. 

Buchanan and his Csbinet, the renegsde 
Holt of Kentucky, Gushing of Massachusetts, 
Seymour* of New York and Connecticut, 
the Dickinsons, the Dean Richmonds and 
the Albany Regency, the Tammany Hall 
and tbe Mozart Hall Democracy, the Ohio

Let peace be proclaimed on the housetops, 
on the mountains and in tbe valleys — in the 
cities and io the hamlets.

STRBTCBED VPOIf THfi BACK. 
In a recent speeehfn the Senate Hon. L. 
W. Powell, of Kentucky, thus stretched 
tbe donble-faoed Gbarles Saainer of Msss- 
sebosetu, apoD the Rack. 

I have beard tbe Senator declare in this 
Chamber tbat under the Coustitotion wo 
had no power to interfere with slavery in 
tbe States. To-day be tell us tbat it is 
constitutional to strike and crash slavery 
wherever we can find it. 

The Senator swears to snpport tba Con- 
stitotion, and deelaraa in his place that he 
would notassfotin tbe execution of tbe fu-l 
gitive slave law, a law made in obe- I 
dience to tho i^command of tbe Con- 
stitution. Tho Senator disregards the Con- 
stitution, his oath of office, and everything 
that should bind the conscience of a just 
and good man, to carry out his abolition 
schemes. 

Tbe Senator from Maisaobasetts talks as 

glibly about war as if faa had all his life bed 
the baroeeson. as if nothing had ever de- 
lighted his eyes bat backed and bruised ar- 
mor and broken blades. He has talked 
sbout thia war as being righteous and right; 
he has advocated it throughout; he has vo 
ted all the men and all the money tbey 

wanted, and to-day ha eulogizes war. 

Now, what do yoo think has heretofore 
been tbe tenet uf that honorable Senator? 
As I before aaid, those who have but one 
predomioant Idea are not wise counsellors. 
The Senatcr has changed the whole current 
of his thoughts within tbe last few years 
on this subject of war. Let me read from 
a most elaborate oration, very handsomely 
written, and replete with all tba encyclope- 
dia learning for which tbat Senator is so 
eminent, made some yeara ago. Let us 
see what tbe Senator then said of peace; 
and if everybody io this Chamber who has 
witnessed his conduct here does not say tbat 
he has ran counter to the principles laid 
down by himself I will admit that I. have 

not capacity to see tbe truth or to state it. 

Here is an extract from an oration, made by 
Hon. Charles Sumner, entitled the Gran- 
deur of Nations, a few years ago. 

Mr. SUMNER. What is th'e date of it? 
Mr. POWELL. The 4th of July, 1645, 
and I would rather have it dated back at 
tbat time than now, becaase it expressed 
tbe Senator's ideas when everything was 
cool and calm and quiet, and there was not 
tbe excitement of civil war. I huve a right 
to use it aa a weapon against him. Ha is 
using this war ss sn instrument to destroy 
slavery. Tbat is his whole object; he has 
none other; and I think he will get up and 
avow that to be tbe case. I am sore be 
will not deny it. Now, sir, let us look to 
what be said an war io tbat addresst 

'Id oor age there can be no peaoa that is 
not honorable; there oan be no war that is 
oot diehonorable.' 

And thoae words are pat in capital letters. 
According to bis own tenets, tbe Senator is 
now urging on a dishonorabla war. I do 
not say that if he utters the truth when he 
made the speech from which I have just 
read, he is now advocating a di.ohonorable 
war because in that speech he said there can 
be no war tbat is oot dishonorable. I sop- 
pose the Senator in tbe coarse of hia life 
has bad two ideas, a war idea and a peace 
idea, and when be was on the idea he 
thought nothing nnder Heaven waa good 
bat peaee. I do not eoncnr with tbe Sena- 
tor io that sentiment, fori think th ere are 
timea in the affair of nations when it is right 
to go to war. I read it merely to show tlie 
Senator's incons'stoncy. 

Mr. SDMNER, The Senator will allow 
me to aay that at the time I made tbat re- 
mark I had very little idea of the barbar- 
ism of slavery. 

Mr. POWBLL. I have no doubt of that, 
and if tba Senator wonld look into himself 
be wooM find tbat he is more barbarous than 
perhaps aoy slaveholder tbat ever lived. — 
Tbe Senator is the perfect embodiment of 
barbarism — the barbarism of fanaticism. I 
am a slaveholder; and if I believed that 1 
had about me half the barbarism tbe Sena- 
tor has, I should be disposed to bide from 
tbe civilized world. But, sir, 1st me go oo 
with the tbe speech from which I am quo- 
ting: 

'War la utterly' ineffectual to seenre or ed - 
vance tbe object at which it piiofesses to 

aim. The misery which it excites contrib- 
utes to no end, helps to establish no right, 
and therefore io no respect determines /cu- 
tice between ihe contending natious.' 

Why does tbe Senator carry on this war? 
Just for tbe love of blood, havoc, public 
plunder, and the destruction of human life? 
Ue boldly and clearly and most perspicu- 
ously declared in 1815 tbat it never will ef- 
fect its aim. Yetwafiodthe Senator in 
that moat ridieolona attltode, at war with 
himself. Tbatia the barbarisu that fanat- 
icism teaches. Tbat is tbe barbarism tbat 
fanaticism teaches. It brings bim into a 
most striking contradiction. But I will 
read a little further from the honorable 
Senator's matt elaborate speech. Ue says: 

'Christianity foriMiIa tba whole custom of 
war. 

Ia the gentleman, ia order to sarry out bis 

one idea of destroying negro slavety, not 

only to overthrow the fixisd and firm prio- 
ciplea of hie life. Imt is be to avartbiow 
Christianity? Tba whole eysteai«fOlMie- 
tian ity T The wbo!e sfstam of fTbrisibWilj 
is to g» by the board beeaose the 1lb*etor 
wishes to effeettbrongh the instramentahty 
of arms one single objict— the abolition ot 
slavery. Ue is willing to forego not only 
his formf^r principles about boman affairs, 
but to overtbrow the re.igioo of tbe blesaad 
Saviour himself, to bring about tbat, to bim, 
mM»dd^iM«»f ftH ofajeou. 

■Tlra JionoralAe Seostor from Massaeha- 
settafunberiays on this snbjaot of Christi- 
anity and war: 

♦It was not ontil Christianity becamecor- 
rupted tbat iu followers became soldiers, 
and its prie«t# learned to minister. fit psal- 
ter of the 0od of hitt^pe.

'But the muse of history, in the hMhtid 
rdcord of future transactions of nations, Su- 
spired by a new and loftier jastice, ani 
touched to flaer sensibilities; sliall extend 
to the general sorrows of dniversal irisn thi 
sympathy atill profusely shed for the sel- 
fish sorrow of tbe country, and shall pro- 
nounce international war to ba civil war,* 
and tbe partakers in it as traitors to God 
and enemies to man.' 

Here the Senator declared that thoi^ 
partake in these citil #aM, or in inter* 
national wars, which ba saya are dvil weof/ 
are traitors to Qod and enemies to iiian.— ' 
^i>7. iir, to take the Senator'a oT^n posi- 
tion here as true, be cftands to-day a traitor 
to God and no enemy to man. And Vet 
that Senator is forever praoting sbout the 
barbarism of slavery. Had it not been for 
the eternal ringing of that word In my ear 
I would not have put the Senator to tnrf 
cruel torture of quoting to-day his prind- 
plea vchiob be ntfiT atmids ^p oofd ojfSsnll' 
violates. 

Tbe Senate will bear me witness that 
is the first time sioee 1 bava i>eea a miem- 
ber of the body thatt hkve attempted even' 
to resist or cast back these accusations upon 
tb'e tfectfon of ooantry f^om which I came.

Let mo read acother sentenois' ^ifottldtUt 
address. The Senator says; 

"A man is higher than the the beast of 
tbe field; as the angele are higher (ban man; 
as Christ is higher than Maii;' av h*' tteat 
ruletb hia spirit is greater than be that ta- 
ketb a city, so are tbe tidtorfes. of peace 
higher than the victories of war.' 

That is very handsomely said, and in the 
main it is very true. The Senator then' 
goes on to inveigh against standing airtules. 
He speaks of tbe vast expense of maintain-, 
ing tbem, and quotes a table of expenses of 
other countries; and yet that Senator is aa* 
gaged here in a war. When I say be-lsjip- 
gaged in a war I will do tbe Senatiij' mo* 
justice to say that be only advocates it on 
bis lips: he advooatea it here by speecfi, liy* 
word, by letter. He attempts to fire the 
hearts of tbe people everywhere to join in 
this crusade. Tbe honorable Senator dops° 
not go where he would hear tbe rattle of 
small arms or smell gunpowder. Were I 
for this war as ferociouslyjas tbat denator is, 
I think I would tike up a musket and go 
into the field. But I am opposed to t^a 
war (though I do not intend to discuss that) 
for tbe reason i have so oTten stated heiA>' 
I have not much faftb in the siooerity #1 
those who always preach #ar and nevf^ 
fight.'It would be better for them to fight,tf 
little, and then people will think they inf 
in earnest.

FBIDAT'S BATTLE. 

The battle on Friday lasted throagh all 
tbe hours of daylight, bat ended w thout 
decisive results. Sedgwick, with two divi 
sioDS, Pickett's and Wrigbt*s,aeld tbe right. 
Next lobim in tbe eeoter was Warren with 
hia corps, and Stephens' division, from Bnro- 
side'acorpe. On tt^eft waaHaocoek with 
hie own divftion, and Getty** from tbe 6th. 
BnrnaRo fbraaed tbe reserva. miid bis men 
ware thrown !n from tima to time as the ex- 
igencies of tbe battle demanded. Tbe right 
had orders from Grant, through Meade, to 
advance at five o'clock, but Ewell. who lay 
opposite, took tima by the forelock and 
himself advanced a quarter before five mncb 
lo Sedwick's disgust. A spirited action of 
an hour ensued, and by aix o'clock the 
rebela were poshed back, each aide holding 
ground opon which it bad apeot tbe night 
Tbe lose waa aevera on both sidea. This 
action on tbe right was hardly over, till 
Hancock, on the extreme left, becnme en- 
gaged, Longstreel and the rest of tbe rebel 
force opposite, having all attacked him — 
Several hours of heavy fighting followed, 
when this rebel attack waa repulsed like the 
other. By 2 o'alock all was quiet, a o4 Lee's 
attempts to turn 6rat oar right aod then oar 
left, had been aoccaaaively defeated. For a 
time tbe rebel movemente were abronded 
in mystery .and our own side, scarcely ready 
to go lo find them, awaited tba develop- 
ments. By 11 o'clock they came. The 
rebels again made a heavy attack on Sedg- 
wick, and part of Warren's Corps. Sedg- 
wick promptly goes in, and after a abarp ac 
lion, drove Swell back to bis second lioo of 
hastily cooatracted works. Here tbey stand 
and the action eootinaea fiercely. Warren 
now wanted to aid Bed wick by charging 
and clearing the ground, bnt a personal ex- 
amination of tbe grouiid sbowed that it 
would have been folly to attempt it over 
the long exposed space swept by their ar- 
tillery. So the interchange of infantry and 
artillery were continued till nooo, when 
Sedgwick again silenced the enemy, and 
for the aacood time rested opon bis arms. — 
Warren, meanwhile, finds a point further to 
the left, where he thinks the enemy's line 
vulnerable, and orders an asrault by VV'ada- 
worth'a diviHioo. The rebel line ia here 
beia by A. P. HiU'a corpa. The ground is 
covered with a danae undergrowth. A 
wavering fight ragee, for three qoarters of at 
hour. Finally Wadswortb orders a charge 
With load cheers from tbe men, be leads 
Ibo charge. One horse is shot from under 
bim; be mounts another, and but for bi.s 
uulimely fall, we should have been entirely 
succesblul. Wadswortb was shot through 
the head, killed instantly, and hia body iell 
into the bands of tbe enemy. 

On tbe left^ where Bobinaon'a diviaioo 
joined op to Hancock, an assaalt waa order- 
ed, and with better hopes of success. At 
nooo Sedgwick is no longer engaged, and his 
Hue again rest9 on the same ground as on 
tbe previous night. 

Tbe enemy now sbowed a disposition to 
renew tbe battle in tbe morning. Sedgwick 
was in his short line, and our part is done) 
ttetter than in tbe former charge. Ewell in 
forced back to tbe aaoand line of works, 
where be makea a daeporato aland. War- 
ren who was on Sedwick'e left, endeavors 
to assist, but finds it impossible. At 11 
o'clock tbe enemy press hard on Warren 
and Sedgwick, and their heavy guns pour- 
ing volley after volley into our column, es 
pecially into Sedgwick's. One mac aod 
three borsaa ware fclUad within twenty feet 
uf him. 

The enemy sgain came forward with ter- 
rific impetuosity, aod, for a time, lifted up 
aod bent back oar linos. Stragglere broke 
back and tbe road was soon filled with 
panic-stricken crowds. The story was ear. 
ried to headquarters that General Hancock's 
line was broken through. Gr.»Dl refused to 
believe it, but sends re-eoforcemeois He 
was right in both. Hancock had bravely 
and skillfully rallied bis men, and now, 
steadied by tbe advancing supports, pushed 
forward again. In less tbsn an hour from 
their first fierce ooslanght, be wee driving 
the rebela. Several baodred prisonera were 
taken, acd their lose in killed and wounded 
was terrible. By sun set the action was 
over. Parfect silence reigned along the 
line. We held our ground every where, and 
all supposed tbe work over. It might he 
briefly reckoned up. Everywhere tbe en- 
emy's attack bad been repulsed; bot this 
heavy massing for attack ia tbe enemy's 
strongest game, and it is not oars. Tbe 
conclvsioo, they, waa in oor foTor. and sup- 
posing it were only a drawn battle, all fell 
that we could stand tbatS9rt of thing longer 
than the rebels could. Tba troops began 
preparing for the night. Dispositions lor 
tbe walcb were made. I'be generals retired 
to consult for tbe next day's work. Tbe 
soldiers composed themselves aod talked 
cbeerfnlly of tbe cbacces. Suddenly amid

time, tbo nqmltar laft woald ha night mil- 
lion. 

If ft take efxty yaara to ataal foar million 
of negroes, how long will It take to ataal 
eight million? Ans. 120 yrs. 

Admitting the oatnral increaae es before, 
and ded acting thoee atoleo, there will re- 
main at the end of this period forty million 
of slaves. This is, perhaps, rooting out 
slavery with a vengeance. Bnt tha qneation 
toen recors, if it require 120 years to steal 
eight million of negroes, bow long a time 
will it reqaira to ataal forty million?

This subject might be pursued ad infini- 
tum — hot this is sufficient for illastration, 
and as I am old and do not expect to live 
half tbat time 1 will leave it, aod commence 
aoother.

— A ebort 
time since, in reply to an article from oor 
neighbor of the Journal, we noticed the dis- 
union eeotiment.io New England, going as 
far back aa 1796, aod especially the a.tsem- 
biing of tbe Hartford Convention under 
' M as.-iachusetts auvpicas. Tbat Massacbu- 
' setts and a majority of New England tare 
always been d't^loyal, is an historical fact too 
strong tor denial. In 1845, the Legislature 
of Massachusetts declared a war with Mex- 
ico cansefora dissolution of tbe Union, and, 
ipso facto, the Union waa dissolved, and 
Massaehnaetts must revert to her original 
rigbu as an independent State. In 1856, 
eleven years after, the same pirty that had 
warred against the Union, from the admin- 
istration of Washington to tbo administra- 
tion of Buchanan, passed tbe following 
series of reeolatiooa: 

Seaohei, 1st That th e necessity of dis- 
union is writted io tbe whole existing char- 
acter and condition of the two sections of 
tbe country, in their social organization, ed - 
ucaiiou, habits, and laws, in tbe dsnger of 
our white citizens in Ksnsas, and oar color- 
ed men in Boston; in tbe wounds of Chas. 
Sumner ani tbe leorelsof hi8a8sail8nt6;and 
no government on earth was ever strong en- 
ough to bold together such opposing forces. 

2d. That this movement does not mere- 
ly see di<uiiion, but the more pcrlect union 
of free Slates hy the expnhion of the slave 
Stntea /torn the con f -deration in which they 
have ever been an element 0/ discord, danger and 
disgrace. 

3J. Tbat it is not pmbabfe tbat the 
ultimate severance of the Union will be an 
act of deliberation or drscussion; but that a 
long period of deliberation and discussion 
naust preeeda it» aod barn wa aMat to begin 
the work.
